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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings submitted by Applicant on October 8, 2003 are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13, 15, and 17-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record fails to sufficiently 
describe or suggest an intelligent warning system comprising a ventilation 
system operably connected to a control circuit that receives location data from a 
detector to activate the alarm and ventilation systems as a function of the data. 
The method comprises steps of shutting ventilation in response to smoke 
detection in a first room corresponding to the location data and shutting 
ventilation in an area adjacent the first room. Ventilation is increased in response 
to carbon monoxide detection in a second room corresponding to the location 
data and in an area adjacent the second room. Emergency services are 
contacted in response to an alarm. 

b. Regarding independent claim 17, the prior art of record fails to sufficiently 
describe or suggest an intelligent warning system comprising a ventilation 
system operably connected to a control circuit that receives location data from a 
detector to activate the alarm and ventilation systems as a function of the data. 
The method comprises steps of shutting ventilation in response to smoke 
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detection in a first room corresponding to the location data and shutting 
ventilation in an area adjacent the first room. Emergency services are contacted 
in response to an alarm. 

c. Regarding independent claim 18, the prior art of record fails to sufficiently 
describe or suggest an intelligent warning system comprising a ventilation 
system operably connected to a control circuit that receives location data from a 
detector to activate the alarm and ventilation systems as a function of the data. 
The method comprises steps of increasing ventilation in response to carbon 
monoxide detection in a second room corresponding to the location data and in 
an area adjacent the second room. Emergency services are contacted in 
• response to an alarm. 

These along with other limitations set forth by the claims render the application 

allowable over the prior art of record.
